Manager Bobby Robson says the England 
team to play in Australia next month will be 
*‘experimental.’’ 


England will play three full internationals against Aust- 
ralia on June 12, 15 and 19 but Robson confirmed earlier 
speculation that his best players would nor be available. 


Robson said from his Ipswich home the England team would be 
made up of a “50-50 merger’’ between experienced and promising 
players. 

“The England squad will be based on some of the most promis- 
ing players in England at the moment,’’ Robson said. 

“IT will be looking at whether they have the potential to develop 
their skills at International Jevel,’’ 

Robson said he would announce the travelling party of around 
20 this week. 

The England manager strongly denied suggestions his England 
side would be a second rate or ‘B’ team. 

“T can hardly call a side featuring such accomplished players 
as Peter Shilton and Trevor Francis a ‘B’ team,’’ Robson pointed 


ut. 

‘It's not the best available team but Australian fans will not be 
disappointed because there actually will be only a little differ- 
ence.’” 

Robson hopes three Liverpool stars will be able to play in the 
second and third internationals in Brisbane and Melbourne. 

“Liverpool are playing in Hong Kong in early June and I expect 
Phil Neal, Phil Thompson and Sammy Lee to be available on June 
15 and 19,"’ Robson said. 

Robson was assistant manager of the England team that beat 
Australia 2-1 in Sydney three years ago but the English supremo 
knows very little of the current Australian squad. 

“Three years ago the Australians impressed me with their phy- 
sical qualities and their enthusiasm,”’ Robson said in a classic 
display of diplomacy.

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This lad McCulloch is really something special. . . 
Generally, it's a good idea to exercise some caution when talk- 
ing about our young, up-and-coming stars; far too many of them 
cai and then vanish like comets, disintegrating in the vacuum 


of indifference. 


The longer you follow soccer the more 
such episodes come to mind, producing a 
long and sad list of wasted talent and mis- 
placed hope. The saga-of Australian soc- 
cer, you may say. 

However — and let me say this in a whis- 
per — Tommy McCulloch is a bit special: he 
could develop into our first superstar since 
John Warren. Could — I repeat! Nothing is 
certain in love and sport... 

His coach, Doug Collins, regards him as 
the country’s most outstanding talent — 
and that includes Jim Patikas and Doug 
Lowe, a point that would be debated by 
some. 

“His style, his elegance and his effec- 
tiveness all remind me of the young Beck- 
enbauer,”’ says Collins, then respectfully 
looks around to see if some teutonic god 
would strike him down. 

But one suspects that Collins could be 
right: all the necessary ingredients are 
there in McCulloch: natural talent, ideal 
build, bulldog determination, controlled 
temper if not a stoic stance and an open, 
honest ambition to succeed. The right 
stuff, as they say about the astronauts. 

Tommy McCulloch, captain of the 
young Socceroos and already a key 
member of the Marconi team, is slightly 
perplexed about all the sudden fuss and 
commotion around him. He is a quiet, 
unassuming and rather serious youngster 
without airs; his dark, deep-set eyes ooze 
with confidence without being cocky; He 
is matter-of-fact without being brash. 


Pan Hellenic 


Perhaps his background has something 
to do with it all 

Tommy was born in Glasgow, one of the 
great bastions of soccer, within walking 
distance of Ibrox Park. When he was one, 
pis parents decided to migrate to Austra- 
ia. 

Well, not as run-of-the-mill migrants: 
George, his father, was “imported” to 
play for Pan Hellenic and he did, from 
1965 to 1973, becoming one of the staiwarts 
of the team. ; 

Tom doesn’t remember seeing him 
play. “‘l must have,"’ he says ruefully, 
“but I just can’t recall. 1 wish I did. There 
were no videos those days, so all I can do 
is look at some old newspaper clippings.”’ 

George was a top-class defensive mid- 
fielder who also earned some NSW ‘caps’ — 
“against Victoria and one or two against tou- 
ring teams,”’ he says, but can’t remember 
which ones, 

If Tom must admit not remembering 
his father as a player, at least George can 
counter that by claiming never having 
coached his son. 

“Ah yes,” he says, “we did muck 
around a bit in the backyard and in parks, 
but that’s all. I never actually coached 
Tom in any of his junior teams. 

“Very early, though, I gave hime one bit 
of advice: learn.to kick with both feet. And 
he did. I suffered in my days because I 
was a ‘right-foot’ player and didn’t want 
Tom to go through that again. I'm happy 
to see he took my advice.” 


Young Thomas McCulloch began his 
career as a toddler — at four, appearing fora 
junior club at Marrickville. In fact, he played 
for the under-6 side for three years; the first 
year says his father, mainly watching the 
birds or the airplanes coming and going ai 
nearby Mascot. 


Clairvoyance 


“Tom always showed talent,’’ says his 
father, without any false modesty. ‘He 
had that knack of beating an opponent on 
the run even when he was very young. Just 
gliding past them. I guess it’s natural to 
him.” 


Not entirely, says Tom. He worked at 
every facet of his game and, when he left 
Auburn at 16 to join Marconi, he had the

“My heading at goal is ordinary and I 
have to work on my sprinting ability,”’ he 
says 

His fame came rather suddently, after a 
near-disastrous 1982 season when dam- 
aged ligaments in both knees sidelined 
him for months. The soccer pundits began 
to rave about the ‘‘Marconi-kids’’: Ca- 
Ideran, Carbone, Licata and others and 
Tom McCulloch hobbled around behind 
them, waiting for his chance. It came this 
year. 

“Tom is not really the injured type," 
says his father. “‘For many seasons he 
qever missed a game. Then everything 
qappened last year, Maybe he’s got all his 
oroblems out of his system.” 


Soccer family 


You could expect that for a soccer-daft 
Scottish couple — George and his wife — 
Tom is the centre of the universe. Not so. 
They follow with the same interest the pro- 
gress of their other sons, George Jun, and 
Paul George is with the Marconi Under-16s 
and Paul, 12, plays for Blacktown City’ 


They don’t make any wild forecasts 
about the younger boys — Scots are frugal 
even with their praise — but one suspects 
that soon we'll be hearing more about 
McCullochs. 

Even at home, Tom is just one of the 
boys 


“I fx lunch for him on match days,” 
says his mother, making it sound like a big 
concession. At most other times Tom, 
dashing off to trainings and returning late 
at night, has to fend for himself. No break- 
fast in bed for superstar Tom before he 
trots off to work as a casual assistant in & 
Sports store 


Father George works as a contract welder 
at Muswellbrook and lives there in a work- 
ers’ camp. Every Friday night he drives home 
to Sydney — and then comes the soccer 
weekend: on Saturday he watches young 
George and Paul in action and on Sunday it’s 
time to see Tom, wher Marconi plays at 
home. 


But he is not one of ‘'those’’ soccer 
fathers who makes his presence felt, if not 
hated, at grounds. When we met for a chat 
after a recent Heidelberg game, I had to 
introduce him to Doug Collins. 


Tom is about to make his fifth overseas 
trip soon — to Mexico, for the World Cup 
finals. He’s been with the team to Acapul- 
co, New Guinea and Costa Rica. At 16 he 
spent three months training with Glasgow 
Celtic, arranged by Willie Wallace. 


“You see little of the countries you visit 
on a soccer trip,’" he says with some re- 
gret. ‘‘Airports, hotels and grounds, In 
Acapulco we saw a bit of the beaches and 
in Los Angeles, where he spent a week, we 
had a day to ourselves. It’s training and 
playing all the time."’ . 


Mexico first 


The thought of the World Cup finals 
doesn't scare him one bit. Neither does the 
responsibility of captaining his team on 
the hallowed turf of the Azteca Stadium 
where, one expects, most of the 110,000 
seats will be occupied by hysterically pa- 
triotic fans screaming themselves hoarse 
with ''Me-hi-co.”’ 

“T plan only as far as the first game, 
against Mexico,” he says. ““We must win 
that. Then we'll think about the next hur- 
dles, against Scotland and North Korea, at 
Toluca. 


“| honestly believe we can make round 
two. We beat Mexico once and drew with 
them once. They are a good team — but no 
better than us. And we will be stronger 
and fitter, Les Scheinflug will make sure 
of that. The team’s spirit is fantastic.” 

What about Scotland, the reigning Eu- 
ropean champions — the homeland of his 
father and his own birthplace? 

Tom gives the tiniest of shrugs with a 
sort of ‘what-about-them’ look. 


“Just another team. Sure, I was born 
there but I don't feel Scottish. Mum and 
Dad might,’’ he adds with a wink. 

“Of course we do,” George says, ‘‘but 
not when they play Australia. Don’t forget 
this has been our home since 1965. It’s 
here that two of our sons were born and 
Tom learned to walk. 

“He's an Aussie and that’s fine with me. 
Of course, it'll hurt a bit when they beat 
good old Scotland — but I still pray for the 
day to happen.”

Asked about the anticipated 
opposition by State Feder- 
ations, he added: ‘We don't 
want to hurt the VSF or 
anyone olse. | hope all the 
parties involved can sit down 
together and work it out 
peacofully.”’ 

Ajax, State League 
champion for the past two 
years, quickly countered al” 
legations that i does not have 
sufficient crowd support to 
play in the NSL. 

Club spokesman Arnold 
Langer said he was confident 
the community of St Albans 
would get behind Ajax in the 
NSL and that the club would 
get home support of at least 
1000 


He added the club expected 
to be granted a full Hquor fi- 
cence by August and that it 
was planning a two-storey ex- 
tension to its social club at 
Green Gully Reserve.

That 
would mean it would not have 
the benofit of gates from 
crowd-drawing clubs ike 
Sydney Olympic, APIA or 
Marconi.
